Of course, if it weren't for the good graces of the 
Belle Glade Housing Authority the project might 
never have gotten off the ground. 

The Housing Authority agreed to lease one of 
its large, unused building in Osceola Center for $1 a 
year to the center. It recently allowed this lease to be 
renewed. 5 

7 Othe organizations are beginning to work for 
the center as well. The Junior Women's Club, one of 
the more active groups in Belle Glade, went out and 
collected goods for the center's resale store which will 
‘open soon. . 

Both Congressman Paul Rogers and Sen. 
Lawton Chiles have promised their support of the 
center. Both: Congressman are actively looking for 
federal funds to help the Belle Glade center build its 
pwn facility. 

The need for the center is here. People who have 
peeded professional help for many years, but could not 
Bet to the coast to receive it, now have it right in their 
‘own back yard?

‘Twenty-eight Floridians died 
in job-related aceidents in May, 
The Florida Department of 


Commerce Division of Labor ^ 


said the figure represents a 
decline from the 37 death 
reported in April and a slight 
increase over the 27 reported 
in May 1973. 

Almost 39,000 on-the-job 
injuries were reported in May 
1974, an increase over the 
36.000 reported in May of last 
year. 

The May 1974 injury figure 
is an increase of 2,000 over the 
31,000 reported in the previous 
month. 

Statistics for the first five 
months of 1974 show about 
188,500 injuries reported this 
year, 25,000 more than
